REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Bridgewater: 

In  presenting  my  third  annual  report  I  am  pleased  to 
commend  the  efficient  work  of  the  teachers,  the  kindly 
cooperation  of  parents  and  patrons,  and  the  alertness  of 
the  members  of  the  school-board  to  the  welfare  of  the 
schools.  A  liberal  equipment  of  textbooks  and  supplies 
has  been  furnished.  Necessary  repairs  have  been  made 
to  keep  the  school  property  in  working  order.  A  new 
stove  at  the  Hill  school  is  adding  to  health  and  comfort. 
The  pupils  of  our  schools  are  interested  and  eager  ta 
make  the  most  of  their  opportunities. 

During  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1935  twelve 
boys  and  fourteen  girls  were  enrolled  in  the  two  schools. 
The  average  membership  was  29.5  and  the  per  cent  oi 
attendance  95.7.  Thirty-one  pupils  were  promoted  with 
none  failing. 

One  boy  and  five  girls  were  transported  from  the 
Turnpike  district  to  the  Bristol  elementary  grades.  This 
year  the  number  has  been  increased  by  one  girl.  It 
seems  probable  that  we  have  adopted  a  permanent 
policy  in  our  arrangement  with  the  Bristol  schools. 

Our  district  has  an  excellent  record  of  thirteen  pupils 
in  the  high  schools  of  Ashland,  Bristol,  and  Plymouth. 
All  five  of  the  eighth  grade  graduates  of  last  June  are 
in  high  school. 

One  of  these  was  from  the  Hill  school  and  four  from 
River  Road.  Our  graduation  program  combined  the 
two  schools  at  the  River  Road  Building.  It  was  an 
excellent  well  attended  exercise. 

This  year  the  River  Road  has  a  total  registration  of 
fifteen  boys  and  ten  girls.     On  the  Hill  are  four  and  five 
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girls.  Our  total  is  thus  thirty-four,  five  of  whom  are 
attending  school  for  the  first  time. 

Fortunately  we  have  the  same  teachers  as  last  year. 
Both  are  doing  highly  conscientious  work,  affording  the 
children  adequate  training  in  the  fundamentals,  and 
enriching  their  experiences  through  illustrative  and 
creative  activities.  They  have  made  their  school-rooms 
attractive  places  of  true  living.  The  aim  of  furnishing 
vital  education  seems  to  be  progressively  realized. 

In  safeguarding  the  health  of  the  children  the  efforts 
of  our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Lovett,  are  invaluable.  Her 
activities  include  careful  health  examination,  follow-up 
work  to  remedy  defects,  house  calls  to  supplement  her 
school-room  visits,  inspection  and  necessary  precaution 
against  contagious  disease.  She  has  responded  to  call 
when  needed.     Her  services  are  indeed  appreciated. 

My  third  year  as  your  superintendent  finds  my  work 
increased  in  pleasure  and  satisfaction  by  my  wider 
acquaintance  with  both  pupils  and  parents.  My  work  is 
directed  toward  helping  the  growth  of  teachers  and 
pupils  in  the  realization  of  meaningful  education. 
Again  I  express  my  thanks  for  the  kindly  and  helpful 
consideration  of  the  members  of  the  school-board.
